WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—President Coolidge completed today the 
Cabinet he will take into office with him March 4 when he begins the 
term to which he was elected last November tn his own right. 

He chose William M. Jardine of 
Kaneas as Secretary of Agriculture 
and sent his nomination to 
Benate along with that of Frank 
B. Kellogg of Minnesota, 
selection as Secretary of State to 
succeed Charies E. Hughes, was 
announced a month ago. 

The nomination to fill the third 
vacancy in the Cabinet—that of 


Charlies B. Warren of Michigan to 
Attorney-General—was made 


early in January and has met with 
so much opposition that adminis- 
tration leaders in the Senate have 
hesitated to seek confirmation at 
this seasion because it might op- 
erate to prevent enactment of im- 
portant legislation. 


OCALIS NEW SENATE 

Immediately after completing 
his Cabinet the President issued a 
proclamation calling the new Sen- 
ate in extra session “to receive 
such communication as may be 
made by the Executive.” Should 
the Cabinet nominations now pend- 
ing be d@isposed of before March 
4 there would remain little for the 
Senate to dispose of except the re- 
appointment of present Cabinet 
members to whom Mr. Coolidge 
desires to give commissions in his 
own name. 

Both Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders eaid that so far as 
they knew there would be no seri- 
ous opposition to the nomination 
of either Mr. Kellogg, who is a 
former Senator, or Mr. Jardine. 
who is president of the Kansas 
Agricultural College and has the 
indorsement of the entire Kansas 
delegation in Congress.

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CHURCH REPORT DENOUNCES 
DESECRATION SABBATH, 
LIQUOR AND FAKE HEALERS 


Opposition to prohibition enforcement, the disposition to regard Sunday principally as a 
day for amusement, the success of quack healers professing a religious faith, and racial intol- 
erance are among the signs of the times denounced in a report prepared by thirty leaders of 
the Protef$tant Churches in America for the American section of the Universal Christian Con- 
ference on Life and Work, which is to meet in Stockholm, Sweden, August 19 to 30. Church 


people are urged to unite their forces to combat these tendencies. 


The authors of the report form 
the commission on social and 
moral problems of the American 
section. The joint chairmen of the 
commission are Dr. Frederick W. 
Burnham, president of the United 
Christian Missionary Society, and 
Bishop James Cannon, Jr., of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of the 
South. The joint secretaries are 
Dr. Alfred Williams Anthony, for- 
mef secretary of the Home Mission 
Council, and Dr. Charles E. Schaef- 
fer, general secretary of the Board 
of Home Miesions of the Reformed 
Church in the United States. 

The report in itself is a sign of 
the times, for it deals with ques- 
tions that not long ago would have 
been considered entirely outside 
the function of the churches. Five 
other commissions are at work on 
reports concerning other problems 
of society, industry and public life. 
The reports will be submitted by 
the American section to the Stock- 
holm which is to be 
given over entirely to a considera- 
the problems of 

e day. 


PROHIBITION QUESTION 

The questions discussed in the 
report are dealt with in a forth- 
right manner by the members of 
the com n. The churchmen 
show a disposition to go to the 
roots of a problem and view it 
from all angles before recommend- 
ing a course of action to be fol- 
lowed to overcome an evil where it 
exists. The report is an excellent 
example of the methods and pre- 
cepts of the new doctrine of ap- 
plied Christianity. 

It ie frankly recognized that the 
fight to enforce prohibition has not 
yet been won. “The Christian 
church,” says this report, “real- 
izes that the enactment of laws 
and the embodiment of a principle 
in the Constitution of the land does 
not ot once produce sobriety and 
virtue. 

“Arrayed against the enforcement 
and seeking in every possible way 
its. discrediting and ultimate over- 
throw are many men and many 
motives—those who wish to do 
business for gain, those whose ap- 
petites and passions crave indul- 


gence, those who are heediless of 
moral ends and in spirit of bravado 
like to violate law as in itself a 
kind of mental] stimulant, those 
who would use and debauch the 
natures of men for thelr own po- 
litical purposes. Vast moneyed in- 
terests are at stake. The Christian 
church and the moral people of 
America have upon their hands a 
warfare for -righteousness which 
may not be 


WORLD INVOLVED 
“We are aware that other na- 
tions of the world are involved 
with us.” the ‘report continues. 
“From them come now much of 
the liquor which the smuggler and 
the bootlegger sell. The convic- 
tions and sentiments of other na- 
tions help to weaken or strengthen 
the determination of our own peo- 
ple. The success or failure which

There are five caves within Sequoia National Park each of which 
has its own peculiar attractions. Owing to lack of funds none of the 
caves havé yet been developed and explored thoroughly enough for 
any accurate estimates to be made of their true size and beauty. 


enough has already been seen of 


galleries and chambers to show that they offer majestic beauties. 


The caves are situated in «4 
mountain ledge or stratum of white 
crystallized limestone and marble 
formations, which traverses the 
western portion of the park in a 
north and south direction for a 
distance of some ten miles.

Another establishment was robbed 
on West Sixth street and the word 
was carried up and down Spring 
street that the gamblers had bet- 
ter arm themselves. 

Early one morning Steve Brodie 
walked into another club on West 
Third street and drew his revolv- 
er. He was shot down by armed 
guards after he had fi 
shots at “Farmer”

However, the caves we now have 
are an underground wonderland 
and seem to surpass in sublimity 
and beauty anything of the kind 
hitherto known. The caves are 
a noteworthy addition to Sequola 
National Park and it is hoped 
that Congress may soon appro- 
priate sufficient funds for their 
development and pfotection.

“American has suffered from a 
multitude of weird and fantastic 
notions respecting health and heal- 
ing, some of them promoted by 
persons who profess a religious 
faith and claim to accomplish 
marvelous results through the as- 
divine power. The 
earnest sincerity of some, ane the 
religious formulas which they em- 
ploy, make it very difficult to dis- 
close and deal with those who are 
charlatans and impostors. 

Probably no greater frauds, 
costing so much in money, in dis- 
appointed hopes and in aching 
hearts, have ever been practiced 
upon the American people than 
those offered in many pliusibie 
guises to the sick, the lame, the 
halt and the blind.” 

The report views with concern 
the increasing disposition to in- 
dulge in secular pleasures on Sun- 
day as a holy day, especially the 
presence of a large number of 
Jews who, in theory at least. ob- 
serve Saturday as the Sabbath. 
Furthermore, “there are Christian 
seets which seek to restore Satur- 
day as the holy day of rest and 
worship on Scriptural grounds. 
They and the Jews are entitled to 
religious freedom, and consequent- 
ly the practice of America has been 
tolerant with respect fo both 
groups, when they have substituted 
one day for the other, and lenient 
even when there has been dese- 
cration of one without honoring 
the er.

counties of California and 34 per 
cent In the th'rteen southern coun- 
ties, and this despite the fact that 
at least 60 per cent of the revenues 
of the State available for highway 
construction are derived from. the 
thirteen southern counties. 

A glance at the figures concern. 
ing the State's highway ma'‘nten- 
ance revenues, including the pres- 
ent gasoline tax and registration 
fees, and expend'tures, shows ever 
a more gross disproportion. or 
these moneys 57.2 per cent come 
from the thirteen southern coun- 
tiles of the State and 43.8 per cent 
from the forty-five northern coun- 
ties. We call your attention in this 
connection to the fact that al- 
though the thirteen southern 
counties have paid 67.2 per cent 
of the State's highway mainten- 
ance money, they received-in high- 
way maintenance expend tures 
during 1924 less than approxi- 
mately 24 per cent of this fund.

We favor highway construction 
at as rapid @ rate as is necessary 
and possible. We are unable to 
agree, however, with the type of 
politician who clamors ‘or new 
roads for h's district at the ex- 
pense of other sections of the State 
and without regard to the financing 
involved. We leok at the problem 
from the standpoint of the tax- 
payer rather than from the stand- 
point of the tax-eater. We be- 
lieve that the expenditures of the 
State for highway construction 
purposes—as for every other pur- 
pose—must be made to depend on 
income and not vice versa. 


Refore closing this already some- 
what lengthy letter we suggest to 
you two other thoughts which we 
believe should be considered in 
connection with this matter. One 
is that at the 1923 session of the 
California Legislature the motor- 
ists of the State voluntarily as- 
sisted in the doubling of their 
taxes and it seems to us that the 
State should hesitate before ask- 
ing another increase of 60 per cent 
or 100 per cent as is being agitated. 
Secondly, we know that the cities 
of the State have a real traffic 
problem. Under present laws and 
the proposed increases in taxation 
they get nothing other than the 
nersonal-property tax on vehicles. 
The county highways of the State 
also carry a large proportion of 
the travel over the State. In fact, 
it fe estimated by many eng neers 
acquainted with the situation that 
not over 10 per cent of the vehic- 
wlar travel of the State is on State 
highways. There is danger. it 
seems to us, of either expending 
too much of available tax revenue 
on the State highways to the det- 
riment of the county roads and the 
e'ty streets, or of causing the State 


to set a pace in taxation which if 


followed by the counties and the 
cities will bankrupt the taxpayer 
and break down the system. 


We will appreciate your consid- 
eraion of this problem and, ff you 
wish it. will be glad to discuss the 
matter with you. In any event, 
we will appreciate a statemerit 
from you as to the views of your 
association on the subject.

with Mr. Vaux, an architect, won 
the competition for what was then 
& vast undertaking to make over 
the great tract from an ugly spot 
to a place of great beauty and use- 
fulnese—as Central Park. 


EMPLOYEFS TRAINED 

“This was followed by calls from 
other cities for similar work by 
Mr. Olmsted, who started a very 
busy life in planning for land im- 
provement,” according to Mr. 
Gibbs. “It became his profession. 
He visited aj] parts of the United 
States from Boston to New Orleans 
and to San Francisco—building up 
@ great office through which many 
hundreds of men were trained and 
from which many men have gone 
out into the active practice of this 
new profession. 

“In recent years the demand for 
trained designers has become so 
great that schools have 
tablished in many of the universi- 
ties, some relatively superficial, 
others very thorough and exacting, 
and now there are many trained 
men practicing throughout the 
country. 

“Naturally, because the Olmsted 
Brothers represent the original 
school of the professional work in 
this country, the Rédondo office

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A TRIBUTE TO NORMA -SHEARER 


Reviewer Finds Her Appealing Portrayal of Consuela in 
“He Who Gets Slapped” a Rival for Artistry of 
Len Chaney in Tragic Clown Role

Of course Lon Chaney is carry- 
ing away the laurels in “He Who 
Gets Slapped,” and of course. he 
deserves them. His clownish grin 
and his tragic eyes haunt one. 

But another form and face stay 
.in my memory. I am not a “movie 
taster” like Harry Carr. I have 
not the stan@ards of comparison 
he has achieved thnough long ex- 
posure to all sorts of screen weath- 
er. But if a prophecy may be 
ventured on a single experience of 
any one motion-picture individu- 
ality, I should like to say that I 
admire Norma Shearer as Con- 
suela, the impoverished little aris- 
turned bareback rider, 
from the tips of her slender feet 
to the crown of her well-poised 
head—though her curly hair does 
mysteriously appear a light brown 
in some scenes and a shining black 
in others, and can see her going 
on from grace to grace in Sim 
achievement. 

Against the physical background 
of the tawdry circus ring, and the 
spiritual background of greed, 
grossnese and depravity furnished 
by her father and hie friends, her 
gentie loveliness blooms like a 
white rose in a barnyard. From 
her small beautiful hands. artfully 
photographed in the act of sewing 
the symbolic heart into its posi- 
tion on the motley of the clown, to 
her sweet eyes and dainty er, 
she is a thing of delight. 


: SADDEST MOMENT 

It is no wonder that the pitiful 
clown, with disillusionment like 
ashes in his mouth and yet with 
the rich tenderness of nature which 
has made all his previous suffer- 
ing possible, sends out new tendrils 
of hope and affection toward her, 
an object as exquisite and true as 
his former wife was cruel and false. 
The saddest moment of the picture 
is his avowal of love to Consuela 
and her rippling. tender lapghter 
as she answers that for a moment 
she thought he really méant it. 
Just a sick, dazed inatant for 
readjustroent, and the clown 
joins in her merriment. assur- 
ing her that he is the clown 
-——that he is never serious. 
Oh, the heartbreak itn his eyen' 


But he gives her freely to the 
young, pure love that awalts her 
in the youth with whom she does 
her trick riding on the graceful 
white horse. 

The third figure that stands out 
for me is that of the, amazing 
lion, when he growls and wrinkles 
his nose at the audience just be- 
fore going into action to put the 
two ‘Villains of the piece forever 
out of the game. The triumphant 
artistry of this idea-——-to clear the 
old, hateful treachery and rid the 
path of youthful love, avenge an 
sweet sunlight of such beasts as 
Consuela's father and her baron 
suitor, by turning loose the king 
of beasts in the role of nemesis! 
I had been wondering how the 
clown would contrive to deliver the 
final coup de grace. No more dra- 
matically satisfying method could 
have been devised. 


FAULTS OF DIRECTION 


Two things in the directing of 
this picture are open to criticism. 
One is the suggestion of abandon- 
ment in the love-making of the 
pair of youthful lovers the day 
they spend in . woods, which 
does not quite cOmport with the 
Virgina! restraint of a girl of Con- 
suela’s type, almost implying a lees 
happy denouement than that which 
ultimately concludes the story. 

The other is the rollicking laugh- 
ter of the aged men of the Acad- 
emy of Science, before whom Beau- 
mont, the struggling scientist. is 
betrayed by his best friend and 
branded as a semimaniac. That is 
no theme for laughter, even in a 
group of eenile savants. A few 
satiric, superior smiles would be 
in keeping and would preserve the 
theme significance of the scene, but 
the sidesplitting ha-ha's of the 
toothless extras shown in the pic- 
ture would not be possible among 
decently bred human beings any- 
where. 

But when all -criticieam i« past, 
three things still appear before my 
vision at _night—the mingled 
death and laughter in the eyés of 
the scientist-clown, the nonchalant 
contempt on the face of the snarl- 
ing lion, and the white rose beauty 
of the girl who laughed, not in 
mockery, but because she was too 
happy to understand hidden tears.

‘THE WESTERN LIFE 


OF MAYNARD DIXON 


The western life that Maynard 
Dixon portrays with such keen 
graphic insight in the group of 
pictures now on exhibition at the 
Biltmore Salon its not exactly the 
western life of the movies, its epi- 
sodes are not quite so fambouyant- 
ly romantic as those of Zane Grey. 

Yet, Maynard Dixon, too, offers 
us romance, and his, we may be 
sure is authentic. lmaginative, 
yes, but in the way of the man 
who is an interpreter of beauty 
rather than a teller of tales. If, 
now and again, Dixon's pictures 
contain a story, it is quite inci- 
dental to the main plot, so to 
speak, the plot whose theme is 
always beauty—the beauty of vast 
moonlit skies over low-lying levels 
of mesa; the beauty of immense 
distances, blue and gold and gray.

ways esthetically beautiful. 

You will certainly find 
beauty—beauty in the 
—in “The Ancients” and “Black- 
feet Elders.” The studies of 
horsemen in “Canyon's Rim” and 
of cattle and horsemen in “Cattle 
Range,” as well as the figures in 
“The Ancients” and “Blackfeet E!- 
ders,” show that Maynard Dixon 
is master of the silhouette, the line 
that gives strength and character 
to the composition.

This time it is in the little gal- 
lery at Barker Brothers’ that Dun- 


can Gleason will bring us down to ) 
the sea in his absolutely authentic 
ships. Gleason has heard the deep 
thunders of many seas on many 
shores, and he has eafled many 
ships of many sizes, some of which 
—the smaller ones—have been his 
own. Whether he has one now I 
am not sure, but he probably has. 
since he is spending most of his 
waking and sleeping jours at San 
Pedro. 

When this artist is not sailing 
ships he is painting them. He 
knows them from stem to stern, 
from keel to towering mast-tip. 
He knows the shape and ure of 
every esall, and its name. More- 
over, his knowledge harks back to 
the strange ships of yesterday. and 
to the yet stranger of the Orient 
of today. His recent book of 
etchings, with ecript Dy his wife, 
is a treasure trove of useful and ‘| 
artistic information about ships 
from everywhere. - 

Gleason's recent paintings of 
ships at Barker’s are mixed with 
figure studies and smal! landscapes, 
for. trained as an illustrator, he 
is an artist of much versatility. 
But, charming as the firures are. 
it is undoubtedly as a painter of 
ships that he will intrigue you 
most, for here he is happiest, here 
he shows the healthy spontaneity 
of the born sailorman. 

Gleason's color is clean and 
vivid, but never subtle. It ex- 
preases vital energy rather than 
brooding thought. But, as he gen- 
erally sees with the eyes of the ii- 
justrator rather than with those 
of the painter, his color suits his 
subjects admirably. It has the

He lived 
and worked in the remoter regions 
of California, Arizona and New 
Mexico, accepting his environment 
without question—nay, joyfully— 
since such acceptance meant clos- 
er contact, fuller understanding. 
And he, therefore, knows the West 
of today better than those whe 
have come after him. 

In America the firet steps of the 
painter are often taken along the 
well-troden paths—or shall we say 
the highway?—of the vast army 
of illustrators. Our innumerable 
popular magazines make this the 
easiest way—but ultimately the 
hardest — for the well-trained 
draughteman who wants to  be- 
come a painter. He makes money 
and saved it for paints, brushes and 
lelsure to paint, but, alas! he gets 
the sequiit of the a 
most difficult thing to correct if 
held too iong. 

Fortunately for him, and for us, 
Maynard Dixon did not remain 
an illustrator jong enough to hurt 
his as a painter. Born 
with a keen decorative sense, he 
turned, fifteen or twenty years ago, 
to the painting of murals for 
houses and public bulldings. His 
figure subjects were generally 
taken from the present-day life 
of the Indian. which he knows so 
well.

lustration, the telling effectiveness. 
Yet in some of his figure studies 
he breaks up the color very de- 
lightfully. giving us af approach 
to vibration. You will find’ this 
broken color in the flesh painting 
of “Duncan Dancer,” “Doris” and 
the sympathetic portrait of his own 
little daughter, “Eleanor.” Glea- 
son's understanding of childhood 
is prefound, and some of his best 
efforts as an illustrator have been 
scenes from happy child life. 

Attractive as some of his big- 
ger studies of ships-are, I think 
that many of the very much small- 
er canvases are even more attrac- 
tive. Inm:the landscapes he shows 
a happy knack at catching sun- 
light. Among these are “The 
Brook,” a nude boy getting ready 
for a dip; “Near Arrowhead Lake,” 
green mountains seen beyond the 
straight trunk of an evergreen. 
Among the emall picture of ships 
that will please you’ are “Star of 
Chile, Alaskan Packing Vessel,” 
showing hulls red, black and Ital- 
lan pink; “The Schooner Sequoia,” 
a ship showing green and light 
red trimmings above the deep biue 
waters of the bay at San Pedro; 
“Ming Poo, Chinese Junk, Catalina 
Island,” a high, monstrous ship's 
on looking like a gigantic horse- 
shoe. 

One of the outstanding larger 
canvases is “Beyond the Age. 
Fairhaven, Mass,” an old sallor 
walking slowly past a broken punt 
on a wharf — both “beyond the 
age.”

erest feeling, ts an Armenian by 
birth and lived in Southern Califor- 
nia oniy a few years, we can almost 
claim him as our own, since it was 
in those few years that he began 
to receive a wide recognition, and 
since we ourselves took an active 
part in spreading his fame. 

Pushman, who had been living 
and painting in Paris for almost 
twenty years, sought the upbuilding 
climate of California because of the 
physical delicacy of one of his two 
sons—who, by the way. now grown 
to manhood, is as hale and hearty 
as anybody. The painter took a 
studio at Mission Inn, in Riverside, 
and here he painted many pictures, 
some of which have been  pur- 
chased by museums to enrich their 
permanent collections. That al- 
moat perfect collection of modern 
American masterpieces at the Pig'n 
Whistie in Los Angeles contains a 
number of them. 

The Times published a series of 
articles about the art of Hovsep 
Pushman. Two Illustrated articles 
by the art reviewer of The Times 
also appeared in the International 
Studio. The artist was asked to 
show his work in New York, in 
Chicago, in Milwaukee and other 
American cities. Since then, 
though he has been away for some 
years and is even now in Paris, 
he has exhibited many times in 
Los Angeles, creating, on each oc- 
casion, unbounded interest among 
artiste and art lovers. Tomorrow 
he opens an exhibition of over more 
than twenty new canvases at Can- 
nell-Chaffin galleries, 

It may be said that Pushman 
“arrived” on the very first exhibi- 
tion he ever held’'in Las Angeles. 
Before that he had shown only an 
occasional canvas in the Paris sa- 
lons. Wisely, he bided his time. 
He worked steadily and quietly for 
his full development as artist and 
painter. He would not show till he 
had something worth showing. The 
rewards of great talent joined to 
great patience are now his. 


WORK BY CHILDREN 
IN CICEK SCHOOL 


The extradordinary collection of 
drawings, designs, sculptures, 
paintings and decorations now on 
exhibition in Los Angeles Museum 
Was sent out from Vienna severe! 
years ago for a world showing. It 
has been on view in London, New 
York, Chicago and other large 
cities, and will go on to others. 

All these works of art—and they 
are certainly art—were produced 
by pupils in the schoo! of Prof. 
Cicek, a Slav, who taught art in 
Vienna, his classes being made up 
of children ranging in age from 7 
to 17. Some of the work, however, 
comes from post-graduates, so to 
speak, men and maidens from 20 
to 23 years of age. But the amount 
of this post-graduate work in the 
show is very small, the rest is all 
by children. 

Prof. Cicek had the gift of the 
born teacher, and perhaps there 
are few men living who could ob- 
tain such astonishing results as he 
did. He had no meth r rath- 
er, hie method was to let hig little 
pupils follow their art impulse tn 
their own way, though, of course, 
he remained in the background as 
an influence, an impetus, an inspir- 
er. This was his secret—if he had 


Much of the work shown has. of 
course, the simplicity, the direct- 
ness of o' servation, and the nal- 
vete of the art of savages and 
primitives, but it is art, for al! 
that, and sometimes art of the 
highest, since it adequately ex- 
presses the instinct for beauty that 
is inherent in all of us. 4 

“It is delightful to attend one o 
Clcek's classes,” wrote an enthu- 
siast some years ago. “He has 
held these now for more than 
twenty years, and alwaysj I make 
no doubt, in the same atmosphere 
of eagerness and glee and swift 
creation. It is a pleasant whir,. 
this whir of sixty children working 
away as if their lives depended on 
it and chuckling with pleasure at 
the same time, Usually they are all 
doing different things—one is mod- 
eling a fiddler out of clay, anotner 
cutting a madonna into a wood- 
block, or making a peasant pro- 
cession out of colored paper, or 
embroidering a pot of flowers in 
gay wools, or standing at an easel 
dashing brilliant colors onto a 
frieze of dancing children ter feet 
long, or sawing away at a little 
girl in a swing.” | 

The writer adds that Cicek ts 
“the magician for whom all these 
little gnomes are working, though 
they know it not, the wizard who 
has released thelr powers and en- 
abled them to express the things 
in them which might otherwise 
have slumbered forever.”

NIBLO TELLS 
OF FOREIGN 
PRODUCTION 


Director Home from Rome 
Relates Obstacles Met in 
“Ben* Hur” Film 


The trials and tribulations § at- 


tendant to the filming of spec- 
tacular productions abroad, such 
as Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s “Ben 


Hur,” are likened by Director Fred 
Niblo, who recently returned to 
Los Angeles from Rome, Italy, aft- 
er spending fully ten months in 


completing the major portion of 
the picture, to the mobilization of 
an army during a period of strife. 
“Making pictures in a foreign 
country.” said Mr. Niblo, “is 
fraught with many obstacles which 
could happen in no other place 
eave a foreign country. And it 
devolves upon the person handling 
the reins of a production unit to 
counteract Obstacles with tact and 
diplomacy, instill harmony into 
hundreds of workmen, build op- 
timism and maintain enthusiasm, 
all of which require considerable 
perserverance and courage. I do 
not for a moment want to imply 
that these qualities should be at- 
tributed to me. I am convey- 
ing these facts only because they 
can not be avoided, but must be 
faced and met and disposed of. 
“Before we could crank one foot 
of film a multiude of things neces- 
sary to the production had to be 
obtained. For example, some 400 
acres of ground had to be leased 
so that the huge exterior sets rep- 
resenting Jerusalem during the 
first century could be constructed; 
large dressing-rootmns capable of ac- 
commodating thousands of Italian 
‘extras,’ headquarters for fully 20,- 
000 costumes; first-aid hospital; 
restaurants, the importation of 
black men and women from Trip- 
oli; a caravan of camels brought 
on from the heart of Tunis; beau- 
tiful white stallions from Budapest 
for the chariot race sequence and 
scores of other appurtances had 
to be obtained in order to film the 
big highlight« of the production. 
“Despite all this necessary pre- 
paratory work, I must say that the 
Italian extras, hundreds of whom 
had never before been in a mo- 
tion picture, played their parts as 
true Romans, with all the spirit, 
mannerisms and fire of the 
mans of the first ceatury. In oth- 
er words, they looked and acted 
the parts. And if I may be per- 
mitted a little license, they aided

When he mixes his two predilec- 
tions thé results are apt to be la- 
mentable, but he goes serenely on 
quite regardless of the havoc he 
has done to art, for he firmly be- 
lieves that art should lead the 
soul to God. Bo it should, and so, 
indeed it doée, but not by the route 
of an ethical preachment, rather 
by its appeal through beauty, 
which is the end and aim of na- 
ture as well as of art. 

It follows as the night the day. 
that Yens, moved by his two strong 
impulses, the need for expression 
in ethics and esthetics, should hunt 
out the missions of Southern Call- 
fornia for the sketches shown in 
hie latest exhibition, which is now 
held at Cannel-Chafiin’s print- 
room. These sketches are done 
in pen and ink—-apparently—or is 
it line etching?—with occasional! 
thin washes of water color. They 
do not fully express Karl Yens's 
really fine talent in art, but al- 
most all of them have the charm, 
the touch of the true artist, that is 
never quite absent from Yens's 
work, no matter how hard he tries 
to kill it with a sermon. 

Yens calis his mission studies 
“Memortal of Padre Junipero Ser- 
ra,” “The Symbols of Christianity,” 
“The Sacred Garden,” “Under the 
Cloisters’ Roof” and “Breviary.” 
but in spite of their titles, they do 
not suggest much more than out- 
ward aspects of the missions. Each 
of these subjects is duplicated in 
the exhibition, being shown once 
in the black and white sketch and 
once with a slight coloring that 
makes the picture seem rather 
thin. A far finer thing is the mon- 
otype, “Nature's Composition,” rich 
and velvety in texture. 

But the outstanding feature of 
the show ts a emall series of por- 
trait heads in pen and ink. They 
are titied “Mrs. “Mr. H..” “Mr. 
w..” and “Mr. D..” but these let- 
ters are only thin disguises, for 
the four portraits are all striking 
presentments of well-known citi- 
zens of Laguna Beach. I can vouch 
for three, as the originals are 
friends of mine. 

These portraits were—apparently 
again—made in pencil on paper,

Italy has 
beautiful and picturesque back- 
grounds, gorgeous scenery and dra- 
matic material that requires only 
the hand of one familiar with our 
standard of ‘production to weave 
them into suitable screen fare.

THE KINDERGARTEN 


A Real Asset to a School System, 
Education Bereau Finds 


The opinion that the kindergar- 
ten is a real asset to a school sys- 
tern is expressed by echoo! admin- 
istrators with increasing frequency 
says the Bureau of Education. 

This is said to be due in part te 
the ncticeable improvement that 
has been made in the work of the 
kindergarten itself in recent years, 
and in pert to the conclusions 
reached f:0m studies made of the 
records of groupe of children that 
have had kindergartens training. 

Such studies were made in Ke- 
nosha, Wis.; Kansas City: Louls- 
ville, Ky.: Mimneapolia and severa! 
other cities. There etudies dif- 
fered in several respects, but the 
purpose of all wae to discover te 
what extent, if any. the children's 
work tin kindergarten had infiu- 
enced this subsequent work. The 
conclusions were very similar, how- 
ever. and the repert of BS. J. Bill, 
priacipal of one of the Louleville 
schools, will give the substance of 
these conclusions. It follows: 

“The records compiled represent 
3064 nenkindergarten children and 
1497 kindergarten-trained children 
from nine ot the public schools. 
The percentages of failures among 
kindergartens is in all schools very 
much lower than among nonkinder- 
garten children. It is also shown 
that the per cent of retardation 
is much lower among the kinder- 
garten group thad it is in the non- 
kindergarten grou, while the re- 
verse condition prevails with regard 
to acceleration. In consideration 
of inti{iative and responsiveness the 
resulte attained in each case are 
favorable to the kindergarten 
grour. It seems clearly demon- 
strated that the kindergarten train- 
ine seems to reduce faflures, re- 
tardation and withdrawal and at 
the same time to increase the pos- 
bilities of promotion, accelera-

When a roller carrying a gr 
Ink ie pessed over the stone the 
ink will cover only the 
portions, and the parts that are 
wet will not take up the ink.

SEEN FROM 
NEAR-BY HILLS 


Bostonian’s Birdseye View of 
Los Angeles 
Says Southern California is 
Another Andalusia 


Sees Danger That Cities May 
Cover the Landscape 


The Nomad of the Boston Transe- 
cript has viewed this section from 


a hill between Los Angeles and 
Pasadena and here is what he 
writes to his paper: 

Climbing today to the sum- 
mit of a high, bare hill that rises 
between Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena: looking down over green 
Pasadena, its myriad villas peep- 
ing out from among palms and 
pines; and looking thence out 
over the far e¢astward-reaching 
plain mostly covered with orange 
groves, I am impressed with the 
resemblance of the scene and the 
situation to that of Granada and 
its Vega, as seen from the Alham- 
bra. Making allowance for dif- 
ference in history and human 
quality—remembering that all this 
is new and ell that is old—South- 
erm California is another Anda- 
lusia. This hill, which has not 
a trace of human use except «& 
faint feotpath over ite crest, and 
on which nothing growe except 
sagebrush, . wild sunflowers in 
bioom and certain dry weeds which 
the epring has not yet waked into 
life, serves very well as the raw 


material of the Réd Hill upon 
which the Moors bullt thelr in- 
comparable palaces. pe two 


cities could not be more unlike 
than Granade and Pasadena. 
Where one is compact the other 
is ecattered; where one is squalid 
the other ie luxurious; where one 


this as yet 
lies a eplendid and beautifui city: 
there, beyond, rises to the sky the 
snowtipped Sierra, commanding 
all; fear away, stretches the rich, 
green plain, purpling where the 
land falls below the horizon, in 
the @istance, only to be walled 
in by other and more distant moun- 
tains. All this in both cases. The 
vegetation is much the same. An- 
Gulasia, aleo has its eucalyptus. 
ite paime, ite tall aloes by the 
wayside, tts cactus, ite citrua, its 
oliver—tte long rainiess weeks, 
Putting d@pnkeys in place of motor 
cars, one might suppose, himeecif 
in Southern Spain on any country 
road here. 

It is really a wonder that the 
Spaniards 300 years ago, did not 
make another Andalusia out of 
this region. building another Gran- 
ada in some such spot as that on 
which Pasadena now stands. From 
the Sierras to the sea, this was a 
place for the building of Bevilles., 
Malagas, Cordovas, Granadas with 
plenty of hilltops for Lojas and 
Ronda’. Everything to their hand 
that they had at home, and more 


to be had for the taking. [fhe 
Spaniards extended their sov- 
ereignity over the region. Why 


did they not settle #7? Of course 
there is a historical reason. That 
| reason was not mere distance. The 
Spaniards settied and developed 
the hilippines, reaching those 
islands with all their commerce 
and intercourse by crossing Mex- 
ico from Vera Crus to Acapulco 
and from thence sailing across the 
whole Pacific. That was their path 
to the Spanish antipodes. Califor- 
nia was much nearer than that. 
The Spaniards built cities in Son- 
ora. Why did they stop, at the 
northern line of what is now Mex- 
ico? The explanation is that tn old 
Mexico and In the Philippines they 
found a settied population which 
they could reduce to a state of 
servitude. They settled down with 
their civilization not so much on 
the land as on the neck of another 
civilization. They formed a purely 
predatory parasitic state. 
Southern California was sparsely 
occupied by a barbarous race. The 
work of real upbuilding from des- 
ert ground a populous state, such 
as the Americans have reared here, 
did not attract the Spaniards. 
There was too much work about 
it. They did not attempt even to 
Christianize these scattered In- 
dians until about two centuries 
later. They left the new Andalusia 
to us. 

And we are populating it with a 
vengeance. The economic danger 
for Southern California is that cit- 
ies will cover almost its whole sur- 
face, leaving not enough land for 
tillage; for production. Perhaps 
many people are living here who 
are only living here, and not help- 
ing to make a producing, creat- 
ing, vital State. One sees the city- 
developer's signs in the orange 
groves and walnut orchards. These 
residence cities are touching one 
another over a great district. 
Southern California is becoming a 
wilderness of contiguous cities. Of 
course there tis a great deal of land 
left. When all the water that falls 
on the mountains is saved, and no 
longer any drop of it runs wasted 
to the sea, hundreds of thousands 
of acres of land now called “des- 
ert” will blossom as the rose. The 
resources of the region are end- 
less. But with the rapid spread 
of the purely residence popula- 
tion, with new cities being bullt 
every year, the pressure on the 
land resources of the future will 
become greater and greater. Per- 
haps it is the fate of this whole 
Southern California, on account of 
its delicious climate, to become one 
unbroken city from the Tehachapi 
to the Mexican border, from the 
sea to the Colorado. A vast. a 
previously unheard of phenome- 
non—a city hundreds of miles long 
and broad, a garden city of lawns 
and palms and sky-reaching trees, 
of subways through which the peo- 
ple whirl on their visits and occu- 
pations, rugged mountains that are 
centers of the lIfves of millions, 
a wilderness of homes where peo- 
ple divide their Ifves between trad- 
ing and playing! Perhaps. But 
according to our present lights and 
habits, even the most prosperous 


easy i people need the land to fall back 
on. 


These are hard times, even for 
the Duke of Norfolk, who is one 
of the wealthiest noblemen in 
the world today.

TEXAS FORESTS 


W. G. Jones Sees Need of 
Larger Fire Patrol Force 


Says Future Timber Source. 
is Short-Leaf Pine 


Tree -Growing Farmer to 
Bring New Supply — 


(EXCLOSIVE PMSPATCH) 

AUSTIN (Tex.) Feb. 14. — In a 
plea for legisiation which wil! pro- 
tect the forests of Texas, W. Good- 
rich Jones presenta some interest- 
ing information in regard to the 
past and present timber resources 
of the State. He says, in part: 

“Texas was once the best 
wooded of all the State, and that 
only about a generation ago, hav- 
ing some 256,000,000 acres in wood- 
lands. Of this wonderful forest 
area, some 14,000,000 acres were 
in pine, long leaf, short leaf and 
lobiolly. Bome twelve counties 
furnished most of the long-leaf 
pine, to-wit: San Augustine, New- 
ton, Jasper, Tyler. Polk, Angelina, 
Trinity, San Jacinto, Hardin, Mont- 
gomery, tAberty and Walker. Some 
twenty-elght more counties are 
pine bearing, mostly in short-leaf 
and resembles the true long-leaf 
pine, but grows in richer soll. 

SHORT-LEAF PINE 

“The shert-leaf pine district i 
mostiy to the north of Angelina 
county. It shows a fairly good 
grade of soil, and good crops ca 
be grown with fertilisers. Of 
course, there are no fixed division 
lines for these various pines, much 
short leaf coming up in the long- 
leaf section. 
“Our future lumber supply lies 
with the shoert-leaf pine which 
logs being to 
saw from twenty-five to forty years. 
Long leaf can grow iogs in about 
sixty years, provided fires and hogs 
are Kept out of the young growth 
for the first ten years. Many are 
ef the opinion that hoge are as 
fatal to the long-leaf seedlings as 
fires. The hogs @ig down to the 
sweet tap root and destroy the lit- 
tle trees. Fire damage comes from 
the burning of the tall wire or sage 


“Our State and national govern- 
ments now match dollar for dollar 
in fire protection, under the super- 
vision of our State Department .of 
Forestry. Some twenty-eight pa- 
troilmen and three inepectors are 
employed, but each man's territory 
le entirely too large for effective 
work. We have over 6,000,000 
acres under fire patrol, and should 
have 150 men on the job in dry 
years like this. 

“The past year was most disas- 
trous to the young pine, and Texas 
has been set back ten years in its 
pine regrowth. The cost to the 
State for a proper fire patrol, 
would be about 1-2°0th of the an- 
nual freight bili that must soon 
be 4 for Oregon lumber. 

f we could obtain 100 per cent 
fire protection for, say, ten years, 
Texas would have no reforestation 
problem to solve. 

“Texas is nature's chosen arbore- 
tom, the Texas pine was once fa- 
mous all over the world. Many 
sections of East Texas have re- 
verted back to timber, and the ‘old 
field pine’ furnishes a remarkable 
specimen for quick growth. About 
1,600,000 acres of virgin pine are 
still standing, now being cut at 
the rate of some 200,000 acres per 
annum. The feverish haste to get 
all the trees compares with the 
way we get all the oil.

HIGHER EDUCATION 
FOR BRITISH POOR 


GREATER PERCENTAGE OF 
SOOTTISH MEN THAN OF 
ENGLISH IN COLLEGE 


As the result of valuable re- 
search conducted by G. M. 8. Bilis 
it is possible to take a fairly com- 
prehensive view of the facilities for 

r students to obtain access to 
ritish universities. 

The last ten years have been 
characterized by a notable increase 
in the number of persons obtaining 
& University education. In Great 
Britain as a whole, and leaving out 
of account Oxford and Cambridge, 
for which figures have only recent- 
ly become available, the number 
of university students increased 
yy 20,457 in 1918 to 35,552 in 

The details of this increase are 
interesting. In England the num- 
ber rose in that period from 10.808 
to 21,701; in Scotland, from 58419 
to $11,170, and in Wales, from 
1230 to 2681. The percentage in- 
creases for England, Scotland and 
Wales, respectively, were 101, 32 
and 118. But the relative small- 
ness of the percentage in the case 
of Scotland is due to the fact that 
that country had a much larger 
proportion of university students 
to begin with. 

The number per 1000 of popu- 
lation in the three countries is as 
follows: England, 7.8; Scotland. 
21.1, and Wales, 12. Scotland even 
now, therefore, has three times as 
many university students in pro- 
portion to population as England. 
The increase in all three countries 
is regurded with gratification by 
educationists. 

Mr. Ellis calculates that the per- 
centage of elementary school chil- 
dren who reach a university is less 
than 1; to be precise, it is .78. This 
is such a low figure that undoubt- 
edly steps will be taken to increase 
it. Meanwhile it is Wales that has 
the greatest number of ex-elemen- 
tary echool pupils at universities 
per 100,000 of population, the 
numbers being: England, 34; 
Scotland, 87, and Wales, 112. 

A serious fault in the education 
system of Great Britain is revealed 
by Mr. Ellis’s inquiries into the 
provision for university secholar- 
ships by the various local educa- 
tional authorities up and down 
the country. These vary a great 
deal and the opportunity, there- 
fore, for the aspiring student to 
reach the untversity varies accord- 
ing to the town or county in which 
he happens to live. 

The state acholarships. of course. 
are open to the whole country. but 
since the local authorities’ schol. 
arships form a considerable pro- 
portion of the total it remains a 
fact that university facilities are 
not evenly distributed.——|[ London

INDIAN COLONY IN 
NEED OF AID 
CHIEF BIG BEAR LEAVES 


BIAND WIFE TO PLEAD 

Alp IN MINNEAPOLIS 
Chief Big Bear, forgetting his 
76 years, for the cold and hunger 
of the White Earth Indian reserva- 
tion, left his blind wife to come 
to Minneapolis the other day to 
tell the “whites” that the most 


primitive Chippewa Indians of 
Minnesota are in greater need than 
ever. 


He met Minneapolis men and 
women interested in Indian relief 
hs word came from Washington 
that Congress is sure to vote at 
least $700,000 aid to Minnesota In- 
dians at the present seasion. But 
he told them that whatever Con- 
gress did would not be done in 
time. 

He epoke at the Mayor's recep- 
tion room, and when he was 
through an Indian relief commit- 
tee and a series of subcommittees 
were named to investigate and plan 
relief. 

At the same time the Twin City 
Ceunci!l of Chippewa Indians made 
public an appeal from the Win- 
nibigoshish country, 250 miles 
north of Minneapolis, telling of a 
little colony of twenty-five tepees 
set in the midst of a broad ex- 
panse of snow, two feet deep, where 
100 Indians are reported in imme- 
diate need of food and clothing to 
keep them alive. 


RELIEF NEEDED AT ONCE 

Immediate steps for relief will 
be taken as an outgrowth of the 
meeting. 

A special committee will super- 
vise collection and distribution of 
clothing, food and fuel provided 
by Minneapolis residents. 

Bille before Congress providing 
$60 to $100 payments to Indians, 
and calling for reorganization of 
Indian administration at Washing- 
ton, will be pushed. 

Chief Big Bear, speaking not « 
word of English, his hair gray, his 
face wrinkled, leaning on a heavy 
twisted stick, told the story of 
Chippewa Indian suffering. 

“When they tell you there is no 
need, they lie.” he said, in Indian 
tongue, swinging his free hand in 
a burst of oratory. Mrs. M. 
Ledeboer of White Earth, and 
Minneapolis repeated his story, 
by phrase, in English. 

Passage of a bill authorizing a 
per capita payment of from $50 to 
$100 to members of the Chippewa 
Indian tribe in Minnesota is as- 
sured, Representative § Harold 
Knutson of St. Cloud sald. 


“We were only awaiting the re-/| 


turn of Representative Homer 
Snyder, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs, to have a 
bill reported out,” said Mr. Knut- 
son. “I cannot say what the 
amount which goes to each of the 
Indians will be, but I am assured 
it will pass the House and hope 
it will go through the Senate be- 
fore adjournment.” 

Those meeting in the Mayor's 
room instructed Frank Beaglieu of 
White Earth, an Indian attorney, 
who brought the chief to Minne- 
apolis, to study buildings there, to 
find a place and estimate the cost 
of a home for the aged. Mra. 
Ledeboer was named chairman ofa 
committee to distribute food, cloth- 
ing and other necessities. Mayor 
George ©. Leach promised his sup- 


port. 

“The Winnibigoshish Chippewa 
Indians are the poorest living In- 
dians in the country.” J..A. Wa- 
konabo, Indian secretary, wrote to 
J. D. Bishop, president of the Twin 
City Chippewa Council. “They are 
suffffering from want of the neces- 
saries of life.” He told of Indians 
clad in so little clothing they lit- 
erally cannot leave the tepee un- 
til warmer weather. 

“Many wear nips, a kind of half- 
length sock, without shoes or moc- 
casins.”” Mr. Bishop said. “Some 
have overalls and summer under- 
wear. Children are seen dressed 
only in long cloth coats. For food 
they have, not ventson-—for the 
white man with his high-power 
rifie, good roads and high-power 
automobiles has made deer scarce 
—but a monthly ration of pork, 
beans and flour doled out by the 
United States government to those 
in actual need.” — [Minneapolis 
Journal.

Miss Mariel Hopkins, head of 


the home economics department, 
declares the girls qualified as effi- 
client and economical housekeep- 
ers. The students who thus qual- 
ified for housewifery are’ Miss 
Mary Elizabeth Atkins, Louisville; 
Miss Mary Lucile Dobbins, Lexing- 
ton: Miss Dayle Casmer, Provi- 
dence, Ky.; Mies Mary Lee Taylor, 
Owensboro, Ky., and Miss Virginia 
Newman, Laxin 

To give girls actual housekeep- 
ing training under expert super- 
vision, the College of Agriculture 
leased a private residence on South 
Limestone street! There five girls 
at a time spend eight weeks, or 
half a semester. They are so 
grouped because five represents 
the size of the average Ameri- 
can family.

COSTS DOLLAR A DAY 

Exclusive of rent, which is pald 
by the college, the five just m- 
pleting the unique course liv at 
a cost of $1 a day each, which 
pald for their food. for heating 
the house, and for light, water, 
telephone and incidental expenses. 
The actual cost of food averaged 
50 cents a day for each girl. 

The girls at the “practice house” 
act alternately, week at a time, as 
manager or “boss” of the house- 
hold, cook, dining-room girl, and. 
general housemaid. The manager 
has general supervision of the 
house, plans the menus; does the 
marketing, checks the grocery bills, 
keeps the household accounts and 
pays the bills. She also acts as 
hostess. issues invitations, receives 
guests and presides at the table. 

The cook is responsible for the 
actual preparation of the meals. 
for the economical handling of ali 
supplies, and for storing grocer'es 
and supplies after the order has 
been checked by the manager. She 
puts away food from the table 
eares for the refrigerator, washes 
the cooking utensils, cleans the 
stove and other kitchen equipment, 
keeps up a supply of hot water, 
cleans the kitchen and back porch, 
disposes of the bage and co- 
operates with the dining-room girl 
in keeping the pantry in order. 

The dining-room girl sets the 
table and assists the cook during 
the last ten minutes of meal prena- 
ration. She clears off the table 
after m washes the dishes, 
sweeps the dining-room, cares for 
the tea towels and launders ta- 
ble linens, keeps the pantry in 
order. looks after table decora- 
tions, announces meals, assists in 
serving, and cares for the silver. 
After setting the table she *co-s 
to the kitchen, but does not assist 
with preparing the food without 
permission. 

The house girl's responsibilities 
are listed this way: She a: :wers 
the telephene, cleans the front 
porch and yard, gives the house 
generally its datly and weekly 
cleanings, changes the bed ltinens, 
empties waste baskets, cleans win- 
dows and mirrors. 

Each girl is required to make 
her own bed and assist in keep- 
ing her room in order. Each 
must also keeb time records of her 
work and make dally and weekly 
schedules of her duties. One of 
the objects of “practice house” 
training, according te Miss Min. ie 
M. Kennedy, instructor in charge, 
is to promote orderly lvine. in- 
dustry and economy. 

In spite of the strenuous house- 
work required of each girl, in ad- 
dition to her regular college stud- 
jes, the 60 cents a day provides 
ample food, according to Mises Ken- 
nedy. To prove this, each girl is 
weighed weekly. Care its taken to 
see that the rations are balenced,

If it be established as a univer- 
sal fact, embracing the whole 
country, that the death rate among 
women is greater than among men 
only between the ages of 17 and 
32, the reasons are to be sought 
elsewhere than in the woman's 
enjoyment of “this freedom.” Tu- 
berculosis, chfid birth and influen- 
ta ere assigned as the principal 
causes of mortality in ft- 
teen years. But one of the boasts 
of medical science is the relative 


conquest of perils attending chilé-. 


birth and women would hardly 
seem more susceptible to in- 
fuenza than men. 

Tuberculosis remains as young 
womanhood's most deadly enemy. 
It is “defiant and resistant’ at 
the ages mentioned, though yield- 
ing in all other groups of the pop- 
ulation. This is where faulty diet 
and late hours tell most heavily 
on you women engaged in com- 
mercial and industrial empley- 
ments. The practical r-medy 
seems to lie in a return to the 
notmal home life of the mothers, 
and every influence of church and 
school, of teacher and doctor, 
should be directed to such a fe- 
adjustment of social life as would 
assure a proper proportion of 
healthful repose to the young 
woman who spends her working 
hours in office or factory.—{ Phila- 
delphia Buljetin.

out with an even smaller pruepor- 
tion of equity than at any time 
during the last few years. Real 
estate circles report considerable 
activity in the sale of sites for 
bulldinge of all types, including @ 
considerable movement in subur- 
ban districts. 

The labor situation in the build- 
ing field promises little or no trou- 
ble next year. 

It may also be noted that rentals 
are evidently well maintained on 
present levels and consequently 

ullding projects offer excellent 
investments with a strong specu- 
lative factor still in evidence. No 
great change is anticipated in this 
condition during 1925. 


CHANGES APPARENT 

Drastic changes in the North At- 
lantic States are to be found in 
industrial building. which prom- 
isés to be considerably jess in 1925, 
and in office building, which indi- 
cates a considerably greater activ- 
ity. In the Southwestern States 
most building types are compara- 
tively the same except churches, 
where greater activity is promised, 
and in the smalj dwelling field, 
pgp evidently is to be more ac- 

ve. 

The interest in hotel building in 
both the Southeastern and South- 
western States has evidently dimin- 
ished considerably. While in the 
Southeastern States school build- 
ing is evidently to be less, it will 
be considerably greater in the 
Southwestern States. On the other 


hand, in the Southeastern States 
there will be more rosidential 
building than last year. but con- 


siderably less activity in this field 
in the Southwestern States. 

The Middle States seem to show 
a consiferable de rease of interest 
in the bullding of apartment ho- 
tels, while apartment building con- 
struction will be more active. 
Greater activity is promised in the 
residentia! field in all classes in 
the Middle States and a consider- 
able increase in factory building 
ia shown. Office-building activity 
will be about one-third lees than in 
1924 tn the Middle States. In the 
Western States apartment bullding 
evidently will fall off consi4erably 
as will hotel building, but there 
wil be more activity in the con- 
struction of hospitals, club and fra- 
ternal buildings and factory build- 


Office-building construction in 
the Western States will be some- 
what less. but @ great interest in 
the volume of new public build- 
ings is anticipated. Other com- 
parisons in these various classifica - 
tions may be made for each of the 
six districts shown in this tabu- 
lation. While these percentages 
cannot be applied with specific ac- 

& clear picture of the trend 
in each district. 


PUBLIC CONFIDENCE MOUNTS 

So great was th. momentum of 
falling costs and the impact of the 
buyers’ strike” which occurred in 
1921 that the general cost of all 
building fell to an artificially low 
level early in 1922, from which it 
recovered gradually as the vol- 
ume of new building mounted. 
Eliminating its seasonal trend, this 
index line of building cost may al- 
most be said to reflect the element 
of public confidence, which has 
mounted steadily as building costs 
have stabilized and investment re- 
turns have proved certain and nut 
subject to any further rapid defia- 
tion in the cost of bullding. 

It is surprising to note that itn 
the school-building fleld the activ- 
ity of 1924 has been approximately 
equal and sometimes greater than 
for the unusugl periods recorded 
in 1921 and 1922, which were sup- 
posed to represent the era of the 
greatest activity ever known in the 
school-building field. Here ie re- 
flected not only @ definite effort to 
meet the shortage in school builld- 
ings which developed during and 
before the war period, but also «a 
decided trend toward improvement 
and modernization in educationa! 
methods and consequently in the 
bulldings which house such activi- 
ties. School building is te remain 
active for some time to come, be- 
cause there exists not only the prob- 
lem of meeting the normal de- 
mand but also that of meeting a 
changing educational system of re- 
placing thousands of inadequate 
and obsolete schools. 


CHURCHES ON INCREASE 
The year 1924 has been a great 
year in the hoepital-building field.

of Finding Prospects 


Declares Newspaper Valuable 
Source of Tips 


Insists Every Person Becomes 
Logical Cli 


Robert L. McCourt, vice-pres!- 
dent of the W. Koss Campbell 
Company, business and industria! 
property brokers, speaking before 
the real estate classes of the 
Metropolitan College of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California on 
the topic of “Prospects,” said in 


part: 

“Every man, woman and child 
is at one time or another a logical 
prospect for the purchase of real 
estate. Perhaps not today nor to- 
morrow, but at some time during 
their life they will be in the mar- 
ket for a lease or a sale. For this 
reason the man engaged in the 
real estate profession should pay 
particular attention to the upbuild- 
ng of a clientele from all folk 
with whom he comes in contact. 

“There are three sure ways by 
which the salesman of rea! estate 
may secure prospects,” said Mr. 
McCourt, “and the first of these is 
advertising. Through newspaper 
and other forms of advertising the 
realty man has the means of get- 
ting his proposition before a very, 
large number of people, many of 
whom are actual prospects for the 
proposition advertised. 


CLASSIFIED ADS 

“Classified advertising is ex- 
tremely valuable, for it is here that 
the prospect depends upon adver- 
tising to find him his location. In 
his mind’s eye the prospect has 
already formed a general idea of 
the kind of property he desires and 
when reading the classified sections 
of the newspaper he attempts to 
match up the locations advertised 
with the site he has visualized. 

“IT cannot too strongly stress the 
value of reading the newspapers. 
I have here some odd thousand 
clippings which have been taken 
from the real estate section of the 
Sunday paper. Every one of these 
clippings has given me a lead to a 
logical prospect. Here is a clip- 
ping and a picture of a bullding 
soon to be erected. There will be 
offices and stores to lease in this 
buliding. One of the corner stores 
will make an excellent location for 
a drug store. The article mentions 
the name of the former owner of 
the property and he is a logical 

ospect for the reinvestment of 

capital, 


STRAIGHT CANVASSING 


“The third method of securing 
prospects is that of straight can- 
vassing. Cultivate the sixth sense 
of smelling out a prospect. Study 
your listings. Analyze them to find 
the kind of businesses they are 
adaptable to and then make a 
thorough canvass of those bust- 
nesses. Many will not be pros- 
pects, but in the course of your 
interview often the party  inter- 
viewed gives a lead to some one in 
the market for such space. Get 
somethipg to sell, then find 
man to sell it to by having com- 
plete knowledge of your location 
and the business which may profit- 
ably locate there.”

right-hand turns can be made on 
the heavily congested corners | 
where they have previously been 
prohibited. 

Many motorists on the 
idea that because provisions of the 
ordinance allow this turning priv- 
llege, they hace the right of way 
over pedestrians, while as a matter 
of dact, both the local ordinance 
and Btate laws allow turns only 
when they can be made with safety. 
This puts the responsibility of mak- 
ing the turn without endangering 
the lives of ped clearly up 
to the motorist. 

The courts have held in every 
that eat street intersections 
motorists must be exceedingly 
vigilant and have their cars under 
control so that they can stop at 
the slightest sign of danger. If 
they do not, and an accident re- 
sults, they are liable itn damages 
for the consequences. 

Motorists can make these turns 
with safety if they are turning 
slowly so as to give pedestrians 
who should accidentally, get in 
front of their machines, an oppor- 
tunity to step out of the way with- 
out being forced to jump. 

This provision of the ordinance 
the motorist must obey carefully. 
for the pedestrian is now held and 
forced to cross intersections in 
obedience to traffic signals in ex- 
actly the same manner as motor- 
ists, and therefore must be given 
more consideration than in the 


past. 

Under the operation of the new 
ordinance, traffic accidents have 
been cut down materially—at least 
33 1-3. per cent—and some author- 
ities claim 50 per cent. At the 
same time, vehicular traffic has 
been sped up in a like per cent. 

For instance, before the ordi- 
nance went into effect. when pedes- 
trians were constantly interfering 
with the operation «of motor cars 
on irtersections and in the middle 
of the block, but seven cars cleared 
an intersection on a traffic signal 
change. Now, however, the aver- 
age is twelve, which shows clearly 
that the motorist. ae well as the 
pedestrian, has gained by the new 
ordinance.

We-have not as yet a 
proper appreciation of the landscape gar- 
dener, nor have we learned to distinguish 
between him who knows and him who 
does not. There are not many good 
examples of landscape gardening in South- 
ern California, and this state of affairs is 
due to the fact that master minds have not 
yet been given free rein on a sufficiently 
large scale. True, we have fine gardens and 
large gardens. But the fine ones are not 
large and the large ones are not fine. Mas- 
" ter hands have built the former, and money 
the latter. As a rule, the owner has his 
way and dominates the plan and planting 
to such an extent that the builder's art could 
not find true expression, yet the most atroc- 
ious examples of gardening are due to the 
freedom given incompetent builders. Self- 
restraint on the part of the owner and a 
more thorough cultivation of the garden 
spirit through reading, observation and 
yielding to the advice of those who have 
made a life study of gardening and have 
proved their values as advisers, will finally 
bring about a transformation. :

True, we may 
grow many times the variety possible there, 
but can never hope to reach such grand de- 
velopment of leaf and blossom as in the 
plants they grow. The second point, of 
far greater importance in the accomplish- 
ment of results, lies in thé possession of 
the garden spirit.

urally a plant lover, and perhaps we may 
never attain the same national standard in 
this respect. But we may foster and en- 
courage the garden spirit. 

The time will come, and is mot many dec-

have its garden, and we will not mimic east- 
ern or English methods or landscapes. We 
will have established a sort of “dry” gar- 
dening that may be compared to the dry- 
farming practised in many parts of the 
arid West.

The varieties recommended for the ifrigat- 
ed valleys of Arizona are Success and Del- 
mas. The Success variety has proven its 
worth here and is considered first choice. 


Halbert; two varieties origt- 
nated in West Texas, may prove to be 
adapted to conditions. here, according to 
the best opinion. Lfttie accurate informa- 
tion about varieties is now at hand, however, 


due to the newness of the industry in Art 


Wiediie in Arizona, the budded varieties, 
will bear about twenty pounds of nuts at 
six years. Good commercial production 
cannot be expected until a grove is at least 
ten years old. A grove will increase in pro- 
duction until it is forty years old, it is de 
clared by authorities. 

The best distance for planting pecans in 
the southwest valleys is 60 by 60 feet, Mr. 
Kinnison says. Care in planting is vital. 
The pecan has a long tap root and the 
young tree needs a deep hole for jts roots. 
It is also said to be a good plan to make 
the hole three feet across. Some success 
ful growers tamp the soil about the roots 
after planting. Immediate watering is nec- 
essary 

The best soil for pecans, Mr. Kinnison 
says, is a deep valley soll with a water 
table ten feet or more down. Alkali soil 
is unfit for this nut crop. The earlier in thé 
spring the trees are planted, the better.

Five acres of Malaga grapes, which Mr. 
Westgard says have brought him more than 
$1000 an acre; ten acres of the earliest 
apricots in the United States, Which sell 
at 35 and 40 cents a pound; seven acres of 


high-yielding citrus trees: ten acres 
of pomegranates that come in earlier 
and remain later than those of com- 


peting pomegranate districts; Smyrna figs 
bearing in July when there is 
no other dependable supply in the United 
States and bringing as much as $3 for 
eight-pound boxes-—these are some of the 
money-producing features of the Pioneer 
Orchards. Then, just to make the valley 
visitor gasp, Mr. Westgard throws in to 
boot twenty acres of hay grown in the apri- 
cot, pomegranate and citrus orchards and 
more than 1000 pounds of dates grown on 
trees around the house.

To pro- 
tect his youngest trees, Mr. Westgard 
planted milo maize at the roots in July.

there can be a distinction on a ranch where 
even the space between the trees is made 
to produce high-priced alfalfa, are the Mal- 
agas, figs, the pomegranates and the apri- 
cots. Their great virtue lies in the fact 
that they hit the market and are done be- 
fore the rest of the United States supply 
has moved. 

The earliest apricots in the United 
States, there is reason to believe, come 
from the Westgard ranch. Let the reader 
think that over a minute. It seems that 
in the latter part of April, while much of the 
East is still digging itself out of snow 
drifts, Mr. Westgard is shipping sweet, 
juicy, rare apricots. For thirty days he 
has the field to himself before the other 
districts farther north begin to ship. Be- 
fore the price drops from 30 to 40 cents 
to below 15 and 10 cents his apricots are 
entirely disposed of. Later producers 
must be content with a price of 2 and 3 
cents a pound. His apricot orchard is 
18 years old and of the Newcastle variety 
exclusively. 

About his pomegranates Mr. Westgard 
grows exuberant. In the ten-acre tract he 
has 1800 4-year-old trees, bearing heavily 
now, but with a greater record ahead as 
they grow older. Maturity is reached at 
seven years. These pomegranates hold.the 
honors in a noncompetitive field also. The 
season begins earlier and lasts longer than 
the Porterville season, the only other com- 
petitor. Moreover, while the Portessille 
fruit is on the market, Imperial Valley 
pomegranates may hang on the trees and 
wait over for shipment during the holiday 
season when the higher prices prevail. 

Mr. Westgard is shipping his pomegran- 
ates under a brand which he is develop- 
ing for his own products. The label bears 
a picture of a lucioug red pomegranate and 
of another cut open to show the inaviting 
fruit inside. The picture alone is enough

The Manuk- 
ka is desirable because it is equally good 
for table, wine and raisin uses, and because 
it is earlier than the Malaga an the 
Thompson seedless, has a great tendency 
to overproduce itself. Short pruning will 
counteract this, Mr. Westgard believes. He 
has sold cuttings for northern vineyards at 
$10 a thousand, thus turning into money 
what many vineyardists discard as 
less 


The Malaga vineyard is nineteen years 
old. The five acres of this fruit produce 
an average of from five to six tons to the 
acre, Mr. Westgard says. 

The Brawley grower bought the ranch 
five years ago. He has his own power 
plant for light and water, and farms the 
entire forty acres, with a few assistants, 
throughout the year. The work is distrib- 
uted, for the various crops come in at dif- 
ferent seasons, and Mr. Westgard believes 
he has found a first-class solution to the 
problem of living: Plenty of work, and 
plenty of time to do it in.

All day we sailed with a gnpeat wind as-

mentionea is a sad commentary upon 
the fickleness of fame and glory. 


Included in this list, however, is the old 
Stonewall mine in Cuyamaca district, San 
Diego county, California, sixty miles east 
of San Diego. This old-time bonanza, re 
membered by the gray-haired and veteran 
mining man, was accidentally discovered 
by a sheepherder in 1876, and the story 
goes that a saddle blanket could easily cov- 
er the croppings of the ledge, so small was 
the surface showing of the great body of 
gold ore existing below. How the herder 
of the “woolies” happened to bump onto a 
bonanza proppsition is not chronicled, but 
it is related that he broke off a piece of 
the outcrop of the ledge, and he found to 
his astonishment that it was thick with 
gold. 

The sheepherder, according to tradition, 
interested some of his friends in his rich 
discovery. A shaft was sunk on the ledge 
for a depth of 100 feet, and in every foot 
gained from the surface the orebody 
gained in size while retaining its bonanza 
values. Later on a fivestamp mill was in- 
stalled and the freemilling gold ore was 
handled at some profit by novices in the 
mining game. The partners, however, nev- 
er realized the value of the mine or its 
wonderful possibilities. 


It was largely because of this lack of 
knowledge that the owners of the Stone 
wall sold the bonanza in embryo to a syn- 
dicate which constructed a new mill of ten 
stamps and worked the property for a 
brief period. 


Taken Over by Waterman

He was 
also interested in other enterprises calcu- 
lated to benefit the county and State, such 
as irrigation and pipe-line projects. 


The Governor Borrows Money 


ATER, for the purpose of raising means 

for the purpose of building the big mill 
and hoisting plant, Gov. Waterman mort- 
gaged the Stonewall mine and the Cuya- 
maca Ranch to the Sather Banking Com- 
papy of San Francisco; for a sum, it is 
Stated, of $80,000. This 
amount being insufficient 
for the work in hand, an 
additional $20,000 was re 
quested and denied. 

Upon the refusal of the 
banking concern to ad- 
vance more money the 
pumps at the mine were 
pulled and the wunder- 
ground worki were 
flooded. This, so the story 
runs, was in 1891, and two 
weeks later Gov. Water- 
man was stricken with 
pneumonia and soon after 
answeged the final sum- 
mons of his Maker. After 
his death the mortgage 
was foreclosed by the 
banking institution hold- 
ing the lien on the prop 
erty; but leasera, it is

Metchnikoff, a savant of considerable 
repute among the medical profession, 
paid a visit to Bulgaria.
